{Text} Even though the vieit which Senegalese Prime Minister Habib Thiam is con- 
cluding in Paris has given rise to no official commentaries, it is clear that the 
Dakar leaders, who have been confronted with serious economic and financial 
difficulties, will receive specisl aid from France. In fact, Mr Abdow Diouf and 
hie aides have adopted « draconian recovery program and have immediately taken 
some important austerity measures, including the closing down of more than 20 of 
their diplomatic representations. In addition, Senegal remains one of France's 
preferential partners in black Africa. 


The firet visit which Mr Guy Penne, adviser for African and Malagasy affaires, 
paid at the beginning of the month indicates very clearly what the points of 

the implementation of Mr Mitterrand's African policy are to be. Since he enjoys 
the president's complete confidence, Penne can be regarded as his personal 
representative in that part of the world. It is not wi 
Yaounde and Libreville have been included in the tour. 
the capitale of politically stable estates and, ae far as the latter three ere 
concerned, of countries whose economies have reached « much higher development 
level than those of their neighbors. As for the call at Conakry, it was rather 
due to the nature of the old bonds of friendship between the president of the 
French republic and Mr Sekou Toure and to the fact that the Guinean President -- 
the only head of state in black Africa who voiced his support for the outgoing 
candidate--was to play host to Mr Giecard d'Eeteaing thie summer. 


In 3} weeks’ time Mr Felix Houphouet-Bogny, president of the Republic of Ivory Coast, 
and doyen of French-speaking politicians, will be expected in Paris. The eighth 
Franco-African conference, which was to take place in Kingshase thie summer, has 
been postponed until October. As ted by African leaders, who all remain 
profoundly committed to the holding of these meetings on « cal basis, 

thie conference could be held either in Paris or in Mareeille, the electoral 
bailiwick of Mr Gaston Defferre, one of the fathers of the “draft law" which 

was to lead overseas territories toward self-government prior to their achieving 


independence. 

















The head of state has preserved such former etructures ae the Minietry for 
Cooperation and Development because he is convinced that black Africa should 
constitute one of the main axes of French foreign policy. And also becawe 
he intends to deal with these problems personally. 


Therefore, rumors about the concern felt by certain African leaders who are 
deemed anxious to replace French support with possible U.S. support in the 
ephere of defense appear to be groundless. Even though Mr Mitterrand is 
absolutely determined to turn his back on any form of interference in the 
domestic affaire of Africa countries and not to back such interventions as 
the "Barracuda operation,” which enabled President Dacko to return to the 
Central African Republic, he aleo intends to avoid any measures likely to 
destabilize those countries. After all, many African leaders--and this 
especially applies to the Senegalese--intend to help [word indistinct) to 
counterbalance the Reagan administration's African initiatives, which have 
been especially fortunate with respect to southern Africa, rather than rely 
on American diplomacy's support.

BANGUIL THEATER BOMBING--Bangui, 15 Jul (AFP)--Tuesday evening's attack on a 
Bangui theater, during which 3 people were killed and 27 others wounded, was 
not isolated. Two other bombs which did not explode were discovered Wednesday 
morning in the CAR capital. The bombs were placed at the offices of the CAR 
National Electricity Corporation (ENERCA) and the National Diamond Company. 

The attack on the Le Club Theater resulted in the death of 3 persons: a police 
commissioner and a French technician. The CAR police have not yet been able 

to positively identify the third victim. It is stated, however, that he could 
be an African. Among the 27 identified wounded persons, 7--3 of whom are French 
technical assistants--were evacuated on Tuesday evening to Libreville [Gabon] 

on a French army aircraft to receive treatment there. The first blast took 
place on Tuesday at 2145 local time (2045 GMT) and was followed 15 minutes later 
by a mre powerful one. The ceiling of the theater was then completely removed. 
According to nearby residents, the blast was extremely strong. There are signs 
of dismay in Bangui where Tuesday evening's attack sparked off anger and 
condemnation by the usually peaceful Bangui people. In fact, throughout the 
day a crowd of curious people gathered in front of the Le Club Theater, situated 
right in the center of the city. Up to Wednesday, the CAR police, which is 
investigating the blast, did not state where the explosions came from. On 
Wednecday morning, the CAR capital was calm. No panic was observed among the 
CAR people or the expatriates.

OPPOSITLON WELCOMES NATIONAL “RONT--Khartoum, 10 Jul (SUNA)--The Western Armed 
Forces command under Moussa Medela and the Frolinat forces under Babakr I.ma'il 
have declared their acceptance of and support for the formation of a National 
Patriotic Movement in Chad to remove the Libyan occupation and lead the resistance 
struggle. This came in a statement issued in Paris last Tuesday by Doungou Kemto, 
military official and former administrative director of the Chadian Armed Forces. 
He was appointed as this movement's secretary general. The statement, received 
by SUNA, said that the support of the Western Armed Forces and Frolinat for 

this movement stems from their feelings of historical responsibility toward 

Chad and their sincere desire to achieve Chadian national unity and remove the 
Libyan occupation and presence from Chadian territory. The statement says these 
fronts support and back the principles and goa’s of this movement in the 

Chadian arena. It also calls on all loyal national cadres from the sons of the 
south, north and center to rally their ranks and form a broad front to confront 
the Libyan occupation, achieve unity and establish peace in Chad. SUNA points 
out that the statement, recently issued in Paris declaring the formation of 

this movement, asserts that this movement seeks to become a rallying point for 
all the national Chadian movements whether from the south, center, north or 

west which can no longer tolerate the Libyan occupation. The statement adds 
that this movement also seeks to spread awareness. It also points out that if

NATION'S ECONOMIC PROSPECTS DISCUSSED 
AB141607 Paris AFP in French 1035 GMT 14 Jul 81 


[Excerpts] Malabo, 14 Jul (AFP)--Equatorial Guinea lives in the shadow of its 
sorrowful past. Having ridden itself of one of the most blood-thirsty 
dictators of the African continent on 3 August 1979, the country is still in 
a state of lethargy, slowly learning how to be free. 


At present, it is particularly difficult for the people of Equatorial Guinea 
to forget those years of terror because the vestiges of the past are still 
quite visible. What stands out most is the wall of shame topped with barbed 
wire which formerly divided the city of Malabo just like the Berlin wall. 


One fact is indicative: The 150,000 refugees who fled Macias Nguema's repressive 
machinery, did not seek to return to the country afte: the dictator's downfall. 
The reason: the distrust that the new strongman, Col Teodoro Obiang Nguema, 
nephew of the former president, who occupied an important post--that of minister 
of defense--in the former regime, inspires. 


Three years after his accession to power, Colonel Obiang is finding it extremely 
difficult to turn over the pages of a history which cannot be forgotten. Power 

is still in the hands of the Mangomo clan which gets ite name from Macias Nguema's 
village, situated at the “extreme east of the mainland of Equatorial Guinea, 

whose inhabitants are of the Fang ethnic group--by far the majority group. 


Furthermore, the apparent stability of the regime is put into doubt by the 
presence of 140 Moroccan soldiers who closely guard Colonel Obiang. Observers 

in the capital of Equacorial Guinea often wonder what would happen to the person 
of the president if Morocco were to withdraw the troops that ensure his protection. 
They believe that rivalry within the Mangomo clan itself for power would definitely 
shake the position of the head of state in that event. 


Added to the shaky political situation is the economic stagnation that Equatorial 
Guinea faces. Cocoa exports, the country's main source of income, along with 
timber have fallen from 40,000 tons at the time of independence in 1968, to 
8,000 tons today. 












































All trade cireuite and outlets set up for the agricultural products by the 
Spaniards have gradually deteriorated to the point of practically disappearing 
during the last few yeare of Macias Nevema's tenure, Land cultivation was 
gfadually abandoned, the sole preoccupation of the population being to escape 
the murderous whims of the dictator, There was nearly complete isolation of 
Kquatorial Guinea, since only cooperation with the Soviet Union was tolerated, 


Equatorial Guinea has just passed two lawe on ofl and mineral prospection and 
this region of the Gulf of Guinea which comprises, in particular, Nigeria, 
Cameroon and Gabon, carries 4 strong smell of ofl, Thies would be Equatorial 
Guinea's only chance for an economic take-off, 


Henee, rich with thie new manna, the country whose unconvertible currency, 
the ekwele, has fo value, would no longer meet with resistance in ite bid to 
join the Customs and Economic Union of Central Africa. 


But the time of miracles has not yet come, The state of Equatotial Guinea 

is trying at the moment to survive and cope with etriking contraste as in a4 
number of Third World countries: In Malabo, market stalle are completely 
empty, but the telewision transmite Spanish programe in color every evening....

DETAILS ON HYDROELECTRIC RESOURCES, FPUTURE PROSPECTS 
Libreville L'UNION in French 6-7-8 Jun 81 p 4 


{[Text| We always hear about Tehimabele and Kinguele, but no one can imagine that 
euch a fantastic human accomplishment wae constructed in such 4 mountainous and 
heavily wooded region that ite barely penetrable. 


The Tehimbele hydroelectric dam on the Mbei river and ite new 46 MW generators 
which became operational in June and July of 1980, represent in ite final stage 
an investment of 21.5 billion CPA france. In effect, the Tchimbele permite the 
regulation of the river current which feeds the Kinguele complex (the Tchimbele 
dam holde 223 million square cubic feet of water). 


Thies hydroelectric center can produce 56.7 MW and furnishes electricity to Libre- 
ville and ite surrounding areas. in 1979, electrical production increased to 310 
million kwh and ite annual capacity is 500 million kwh. The Tchimbele hydroelec- 
tric dam is upstream of Kinguele and thus has 4 aaxigum capacity of 400 million 
kwh. 


But the territorial restructuring of the Mbei valley (potential electricity 
available: 250-280 MW) ie far from being completed. It has five interesting 
sites. In addition to the two dams already completed, other similar complexes 
have been planned, with two downstream of Tchimbele and one downstream of Kinguele. 
It concerns the territorial restructuring of the Kinguele upstream site (65 MW 
potential) and that of the Kinguele downstream site (250 kwh). But these plans 
will have to take into account the needs of the country. 


On the other hand, because of the reduction in gas reserves which fuel the Port- 
Gentil therm l power-generating station, the Gabon Power and Water Company (SEBG) 
foresees the construction of a very high-voltage wire (225kv) between the Mbei 
valley and the economic capitol. 


Once exploited, Gabon's potential hydroelectric resources would exceed 40 billion 
kwh per year, a figure which approaches France's hydroelectric energy production: 
60 billion kwh a year! One easily understands the fantastic energy resource which 
the Gabonese hydrographic network represents in relation to ite sinimal current 
needs. 














One notes that our equatorial climate, in conjunction with a physical geography 
conducive to heavy rainfall, allows Gabonese officiale--of which SERG is the 
driving force=-to envision 4 practically inexhaustible exploitation of thie re- 
sources, In the electrical sector at the end of June 1900, our energy and water 
industries had a total electrical operational capacity of 212 MW, of which 122 MW 
came from hydroelectric power, 


Thies demonstrates how @uch the SEEG, with government backing, intends to exploit 
our hydraulic resources, To accomplish this, the estimated energy investments in 
the 1980-1982 intermediate planning document are roughly 40 billion CPA france 
(current france), of which @ore than 3 billion are for the Libreville region, 

the emphasie being put above 411 on the Poubara Il project in the Haut -Ogooue.

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ELF HELPS BUILD PILOT SOLAR FENERGY VILLAGE

[Text] For some time now, a Gabonese village has been powered by solar energy. 
The city of Akok, located approximately 60 kw northeast of Libreville, in effect 
constitutes an experimental village for future Gabonese solar energy applications, 


Thies project wae undertaken due to the pioneering efforte of the ELP-Gabon oi) 
company, acting under the authority of the Mintetry of Mines, Energy, and Hydraulic 
Resources. 


Those who financially participated in this project: the ELF-Gabon o11 company, 
50 percent; the Ministry of Mines, Energy, and Hydraulic Resources, 10 percent; 
the French Solar Energy Commission, 20 percent; the French Aide and Cooperation 
Fund, 10 percent; and the ELF-Aquitaine Firm (SNEA), 10 percent. 


On the practical level, Akok was chosen because its dispensary and school are 
the hub for important activities involving sore than 200 schoolchildren and around 
20 medical consultations each day. 


Two facte draw our attention: the solar equipment was conceived to assure 
villagers a reliable and lasting service which, according to ite developers, re- 
quires practically no mintenance. On the other hand, thie installation is 
entirely self-sustaining, contrary to standard generators which need to be fueled 
regularly. Specifically, the inetallation provides sufficient electricity for a 
large refrigerator used for preserving vaccines, two lamps, two fans, and an 
electrical outlet in the dispensary. On the socio-cultural level, the system 
allows the use of one solar-powered television for both community and educational 
purposes, the provision of electricity for classrooms ae well ase the installation 
of an outdoor light. On the technical level, ELFP-Gabon relied extensively on 
_TENIC (SNEA Industrial Direction for New Energy Sources) and SA, an ‘international 
photoelectric cell manufacturer. Electrical production is guaranteed by four 
photoelectric generators consisting of 100 “photowatt” cells. 


Of course, all of the installed equipment was especially modified to be powered by 
photoelectric generators and the electrical consumption of appliances was reduced 
to a winimum. The refrigerator, for example, thus consumes five to six times 
less electricity than a standard refrigerator. 


Everything seems to be functioning smoothly for the soment, but it will be neces- 
sary to wait awhile before judging the real viability of such a project.

GOVERNMENT WISHES TO INCREASE ROLE OF PRIVATE SECTOR 
Parie LE CONTINENT in French 17 Jun 61 p 9 


[Text] From our correspondent in Abidjan. Faithful to ite policy of economic 
liberaliem, the government would like to reduce domestic intervention by the estate 
for the benefit of the Ivorian private sector. Mr Seri Gnoleba deciared that “of 
the 4° percent of financial assets held by citizens of the Ivory Coast, the etate 
owne 33 percent and the private sector 12 percent. We would like to reverse thie 
tendency. 


If economic liberaliem and free-market trade allowed Ivory Coast industries to 
take off, then these industrial sectors are now suffering from these two economic 
facte. In a epeech on free trade given iast Friday to the assembly of the Induse- 
trial Chamber of Commerce, Mr Konan Lambert, the chairman of the Ivory Coast 
Electric Power Company (EBCI) and the President of the Ivory Coast Industrial 
Chamber of Commerce, drew the government's attention to the condition of building 
construction and public works. 


He said, eesentially, that the construction and public work sectors are currently 
suffering the consequences of the massive reduction in public investments. After 
the curtailment of completed work projects in 1978-1979, this sector has undergone 
a 20 percent decline in ite 1979-1980 activity level. 


Eetimtes for 1980-1981 foresee a reduction in projects of at least 40 percent. it 
behooves us .o be seriously concerned about the consequences of this trend on 
employment, with layoffs becoming gore and sore numerous in this sector, around 
25,000 for he last 2 years. 


Mr Lambert voted as well the canned pineapple elice and juice industry, an area 
which etill euffers from Asian competition and whose “falling prices require 
immediate state subsidies.” 


The lumber industry is hardly any better off. One notes in this area, in effect, 
a continual decline in lumber production in local factories: 42 percent in 
1977-1978, 41 percent in 1978-1979, and 37 percent in 1979-1980. The President 
of the Industrial Chamber of Commerce added that “this area seems, thus, to suffer 
from a lack of policy sufficiently integrating humber production and processing.” 

















Thus, according to Mr Lambert, the Ivory Coast industry is suffering from more or 
less pronounced deficiencies which can be defined on three different levele: the 
policies and objectives of industrialigation; the necessity to match training 

with employment; and finally the commercial advertising of domestic products, Thies 
ie why he te rejoicing over the creation of a ministry for industry, whose action 
would be able to assist the Ivory Coast in sustaining ite industrial progression, 
On thie level, Mr Seri Gnoleba gave his assurance to Ivory Coast industrialists 
that hie new department will put inte place everything to provide the country with 
a highly-developed industry.

DISCUSSION OF RICE PROBLEG

{[Text) The Liberia Government's annual subsidy of about $6 million will be 
needed to save the Liberian Produce Marketing Corporation (LPMC) in ite efforts 
to import rice in Liberia. The statement was made yesterday by acting LPMC 
managing director, Lt Col James Collin. He said the LPMC was operating at a 
lose of about $5,000 and each consignment of 110,000 bage of rice is [word 
indistinct] into the country at the cost of $2.5 million. 


Lieutenant Colonel Collin was speaking in a television panel discussion organized 
by the Ministry of Information in collaboration with the Commerce Ministry and 
the LPMC, to acquaint the public with problems facing LPMC in the importation and 
distribution of rice in Liberia. He said because of the present financial 
constraint, LPMC could not get government subsidy on time. Highlighting other 
probleme in making rice constantly available on the market, the te evision panel 
indicated that superintendents of counties and territories will have to be involved 
in rice distribution to make sure that rice was available in every part of the 
country. The television panel proposed that the Ministry of Agriculture, the 
World Bank Agriculture Development Project and other farmers cooperatives should 
not only limit their programs to crop production but also should extend it [to] 
rice cultivation. Commerce Minister Col Emmanuel Twegbe, who participated in 
the panel discussion, advised rice distributors to desist from selling rice en 
route to their destinations. He warned that anyone caught in the act will be 
dealt with according to law. The television panel was mderated by assistant 
information minister, (Geraldo Rafold). 


Raising Rice Prices

(Text! Monrovia, July 14 (AFP)--The Liberian Government is to raise the price 
of the country's staple foodstuff, rice, a spokesman for the People's Redemption 
Council (PRC) announced here Monday night. 


The size of the increase and the date it comes into effect have not been given. 
Observers said that a similar announcement in April 1979 led to street rioting 
in which several dozen people were killed, and indirectly caused the downfall 
of the government of President William Tolbert a year later. 
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Public opinion has been prepared for the announcement over the past several days 
by 4 press campaign. 


The speaker of the PRC, General Nicholas Podier, in a television broadcast 
last night, said that in 1979 the proposed rise was used as a pretext by the 
rioters at a time of general discontent created by low salaries, high taxes 
and disregard for people's rights. 


General Podier said that the redemption council had abolished taxes for people 
on subsistence level income, hiked salaries and cut down rents by up to 25 percent. 


Observers here noted, however, that while junior rank soldiers, policemen and 
civil servants have seen their pay almost doubled since the military coup, 
salaries have increased less in the private sector, Unemployment remains high, 
at about 50 percent in the capital. 


The government would find it difficult not to increase the price of rice, most 
of which is imported from the U.S. 


A government subsidy of almost four dollars on each 100 pound (45 kilo) bag has 
kept the official price down to 20 dollars a bag, which is easily the lowest 
price in West Africa and the lowest in the world according to Liberian officials. 


The low cost of this staple has resulted in a change in eating habits and 
simultaneously discouraged local farmers, effectively blocking attempts to 
make the country self-sufficient. It has also produced a major smuggling 
network involved in moving rice out to neighboring countries. 


But the subsidy has become too heavy a burden for the Liberian economy, which 
has been badiy hit by the world economic crisis as well as by reactions to last 
year's coup. 


In a recent statement to the government's daily NEW LIBERIAN, Finance Minister 
George K. Dunye said that customs is the last recourse for the collection of 
government revenue, after the failure of the mining industry and the inability 
of the agro-industry, especially rubber, to generate the desired revenue income.

LACK OF RIGHTS--A group of Malian democrats and patriots has recently sent us 
an appeal destined for “all international, humanitarian, political and trade 
union organizations and the democratic presse" so as to make known the situation 
which has been reigning in Mali since the installation of the military govern- 
ment there on 19 November 1969. "In the nearly 13 years that our tragedy has 
endured,” this appeal states, “the law has become a dead letter democracy, 
freedom of opinion and the worship of justice [as published) have been 
assassinated by the present regime."

IMPEACHMENT 18 ATTRIBUTED TO PARTY FRUDING

{Text} Nigeria's young democracy is headed towards 4 “coalition crisis.” The 
NPP [Nigeria People's Party) has given the stipulated 6-month notice to terminate 
in January 1982 the coalition agreement concluded in September 1979 with the 

NPN (National Party of Nigeria). The notification wae preceded by a month of 
criticiem directed at the strongest party that represents the president but that 
does not have a ruling majority in the National Assembly. The NPN's victorious 
candidate and current head of state, Shehu Shagari, had pleaded for an all-~-party 
government of national wnity. But at the time of his accession on 1 October 1979, 
only the NPP, whose membership is mostly Ibo from eastern Nigeria (formerly 
Biafra), had responded affirmatively. 


No lamediate Danger for Shagari 


NPP's protracted delay before the break stems from internal splite in the party 
where the breaking-off of the agreement was hotly debated. Some observers are 
now worried about the continued existence of the 2l-month old democracy that 
succeeded a 13-year long military rule. But the serious and often self- 
destructive party struggles in black Africa's most populous and oil-rich nation 
at present chiefly reflect the fact that the brief democratic exercise of power 
has produced all at once too many competitors in the federation's five parties 
and in the 19 individual states who are jockeying for positions with an eye 

on the 1983 election. 


Termination of the agreement does not directly jeopardize Shagari's government 
since Nigeria's presidential system is patterned on the American system and 
Shagari can and will search out new, alternative coalitions of opportunity 
with other parties. Whereas the NPP will have to pull owt its seven remaining 
ministers and state secretaries, including Foreign Minister Ishaya Audu, from 
the government. As an opposition party it will figure only second to the 

UPN [Unity Party of Nigeria] whose membership consists of western Nigerian 
Yurobas. 


The NPP accuses the NPN of large- and small-scale skulduggery to concentrate 
power in federal positions including the police, at the expense of the individual 
states where the NPN is less well represented. It is dissatisfied with the 























outcome of the consultations between the two parties in regard to the government 
program and the distribution of the national budget wherein it hoped for more 
money for the individual estates, especially for the eastern sector of the country, 
But it has mainly condemned publicly the NPN instigated impeachment of 

Gevernor Balarabe Musa in the industrial etate of Kaduna. 


Debate Over Lmpeachment 


In June, Musa wae declared impeached by the NPN majority in the Kaduna parliament. 
The deputy governor, a PRP adherent, refused, however, to take over the adminis- 
tration which, because of the NPN majority's policy of obetruction hae not been 
able to be restructured yet. The constitution provides for impeachment in the 
event of corruption or criminal breach of the constitution, not however for purely 
political considerations ae tried to do. The NPN took on 120 attorneys for the 
process. The UPN made ite 12 available to Musa out of sympathy. Musa has not 
accepted the verdict and will appeal. 


Pessimistic observers point to the last impeachment process in 1962 that together 
with continuous bickering among the ethnically unaffiliated parties had led to 
military rule and to the Biafran civil war. A fear that history will repeat 
iteelf remains alive in Nigeria and is helping at least to keep the “enthusiasm” 
for civil liberties within bounds that democracy, albeit Africa, can tolerate.

[Report on epeech by Komlavi Klueseh, national director of the Central Bank of the 
Weat African States (BCEAO), to Chamber of Commerce, Agriculture and Industry of 
Togo, by Ayitegan Elo Apedo-Amah; date not given) 


[Excerpte) Komlavi Klueseh recently responded to an invitation from the 
Chamber of Commerce, Agriculture and Industry of Togo to speak 
about the problem of high interest rates before the national 
economic officiale in charge of our country's monetary and credit 
policy. The report is essential given the fundamental role played 
by these officials in our national economy. Klusseh essentially 
dealt with Togo's monetary and credit policy for 1981. 





Speaking before our merchants and manufacturers, Klueseh said that a few years ago, 
Togolese industrialists and merchants were operating within a national framework 
characterized by a high real growth rate on the order of 7 to 8 percent, a rela- 
tively low rate of inflation and a moderate credit cost between 7 and 13 percent. 
Optimiem reigned in the business world and prosperity seemed to be the long-term 
picture. 


Recently, he noted, national economic life has changed: Growth has dropped substan- 
tially as the result of declining domestic and foreign demand, inflation is runnirg 
into two figures, the cost of money has been substantially higher — between 9 and 
15.5 percent — since April 1980, and credit is limited. 


With respect to Togo's domestic production, Klusseh noted that the annual rate of 
growth of production, which was 17 percent in 1979, fell to 6 percent in 1980 but 
should go back up to 12 percent in 1961. Inflation and the cost of ofl generally 
increases the burden of developing countries. 


The drop in world prices has reduced our export receipts despite rising quantities 
produced. Like most countries in the world, Togo is experiencing inflation along 
with a certain depression marked by a drop in building and public works, stagnation 
in industry and services and an investment level far below what is needed in the 
primary sector. However, the commerce branch remained steady and even had a certain 
recovery toward the end of 1980. 
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Within such 4 context, the future can be aseured only by protecting the budget 
balance and our balance of payments abroad in order to halt inflationary tendencies, 
These are the concerns of the monetary policy for 1981, which aime to moderate public 
and private spending while preserving productive investments, Consequently, in 
order to have a 12, roent growth rate in the GNP for 1981, the monetary mass 
should increase by 8.7 percent, compared with 6.8 percent in 1960, and credite to 

the economy should rise by 12.7 percent. 


Uniform Interest Rate 


A comparison of these percentages shows ue that the monetary and credit policy 
takes the real performance of our economy into account, Within such 4 context, 
any healthy need normally expressed by an enterprise within the framework of ites 
recognized activities should be able to find credit from the banke. 


Moreover, the sectorial credit policy would orient credite toward the priority 
sectors, which are agriculture and low-income housing, and in general, toward emall 
and medium-size national enterprises. The finweing of other sectors and economic 
operators should not be neglected, however. 


Like other countries in the West African Monetary Un.on (UMOA), members of the franc 
zone, Togo is characterized by a free transfer of capital within the sone. Business 
men appreciate these provisions favoring their relations with other countries. 
However, the flip side of the coin resides in a necessary coordination of interest 
rates within the zone in order to discourage speculative movements of capital from 
one place to another. Consequently, UMOA, in which rates are uniform, is being 

led to increase them to bring them in line with French interest rates, which have 
themselves followed the general upward trend that began in 1980 on the main interna- 
tional money markets. The high interest rates that we see today result from our 
opening up to the outside world @uch sore than from the attempt to balance domestic 
financing. The solution to this problem resides in the ability of businessmen to 
improve the output of their enterprises so as to withstand the financial burdens 
placed on then. 





Limiting Credit 


Klusseh concluded by emphasizing the limitation of credit, while evoking the sone- 
tary situation of Togo, which has domestic financing potential.
